THIS Convention having in their present Session, set 
forth A Book of Common Prayer, and Administration 
of the Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Church, do hereby establish the said Book: And they de- 
clare it to be the Liturgy of this Church ; and require, that 
it be received as such by all the Members of the same : 
And this Book shall be in Use from and after the first Day 
of October, in the Year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety. 
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PREFACE. 



r* is « moat Invaluable pail of that blessed liberty -wherewith Christ 
hath made us five, that in his worship, different forms and usages 
may without ofteuce be allowed, provided the substance of the faith be 
kept entire ; and that, in every Church, what cannot be clearly deter- 
mined to belong to Doctrine must be referred to Discipline ; and there* 
fore, by common consent and authority, may be altered, abridged, en- 
larged, amended, or otherwise disposed of, as may seem most convent* 
ent for the edification of the people, "according to the various exigen- 
cies of times and occasions.*' 

The Church of England, to which the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in these States is indebted, under GOD, for her first foundation and 
K long continuance of nursing care and protection, hath, in the Preface 
of her book of Common Prayer, laid it down as a Rule, that "The 
Particular Forms of Divine Worship, and the Kites and Ceremonies 
appointed to be used therein, being things in their own nature indiffer- 
ent and alterable, and so acknowledged, it is but reasonable that, upoo 
weighty and important considerations, according to the various exigen- 
cies of times and occasions, such changes and alterations should be 
made therein, as to those who- are in places of authority should, from 
time to time, seem either necessary or expedient." 

The same Church hath not only in her Preface, but likewise in het 
Articles and Homilies, declared the necessity and expediency of occa- 
sional alterations and amendments in her Forms of Public Worship ; 
J0Bhvie find accordingly, that, seeking to " keep the happy mean be 
tween^ffo- much stiffness in refusing, and too much easiness in admit- 
ting variations in tilings once advisedly established, she hath, in the 
reign of several Princes, since the first compiling of her Liturgy in the 
time of Edward the Sixth, upon just and weighty considerations her 
thereunto moving, yielded to make such alterations in some particulars, 
as in their respective times were thought convenient ; yet so as that 
die main body and essential parts of the same (as well in the chiefest 
materials, as in the frame and order thereof) have still been continued 
firm and unshaken." 

Her general aim in these different Reviews and Alterations hath 
been, as she further declares in her said Preface, "to do that which, ac- 
cording to her best understanding, might rao-jt tend to the preservation 
of pence and unity in the Church ; the procuring of reverence, and the 
exciting of piety and devotion in the worship of God ; and, finally, the 
cutting olf occasion, from them that seek occasion, ot cavil or quarrel 
against her Liturgy." And although, according to her judgment, there 
be not " any thing in it contrary to the Word of God, or to sound doe- 
trine, or which a godly man may not with a good conscience use and 
submit unto, or which is not fairly defensible, if allowed such just and 
favourable construction, as, in common equity, ought to be allowed to 
all human writings *" yet u{K>n the principles already laid down, it can- 
not but be supposed, that furtlicr alteration would in time be found ex-

pedient Accordingly, a commission for a renew was issued in the 
year 1689 : But this great and good work miicarried at that time ; and 
the Civil Authority has not since thought proper to revive it by any 
new Commission. 

But when in the course of Divine Providence, these American States 
became independent with respect to Civil Government, their Ecclesiasi 
tical Independence was necessarily included ; and the different religious 
denominations of Christians in these States were lefifat full and equal 
liberty to model and organize their respective Churches, and forms of 
worship, and discipline, in such manner as they might judge most con- 
venient for their future prosperity ; consistently with the Constitution 
and Laws of their Country. • 

The attention of this Church was, in the first place, drawn to those 
alterations in the Liturgy which became necessary in the Prayers tor. 
our Civil Rulers, in consequence of the Revolution. And the principal 
care herein was to make them conformable to what ought to be the 
proper end of all such prayers, namely, that " Rulers may have grace, 
wisdom, and understanding to execute justice, and to maintain truth ;" 
and that the People " may lead quiet and peaceable lives, in all godli- 
ness and honesty.* 9 

But while these alterations were in review before the Convention, 
they oonld not but, with gratitude to God, embrace the happy occasion 
which was offered to them (uninfluenced and unrestrained by any 
worldly authority whatsoever) to take a further review of the Public 
Service, and to establish such other alterations and amendments therein 
as might be deemed expedient 

It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations and 
amendments. They will appear, and it is to be hoped, the reasons of 
them also, upon a comparison of this with the Book of Common PraftlL 
of the Church of England. In which it will also appear, that th#fehurch 
is far from intending to depart from the Church of England in any es- 
sential point of doctrine, discipline, or worship ; or further than' local 
circumstances require. 

And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion, it it 
hoped the whole will be received and examined by every true Membet 
of our Church, and every sincere Christian, with a meek, candid, and 
charitable frame of mind ; without prejudice or prepossessions ; serious* 
ly considering what Christianity is, and what the truths of the Gospel 
are ; and earnestly beseeching Almighty God to accompany with nis 
blessing every endeavour for promulgating them to mankind in the 
clearest, plainest, most affecting and majestic manner^ for the sake ol 
Jesus Christ, our blessed l>*d and Saviour. 
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The ORDER how the PSALTER is appointed to be read. 

npHE Psalter shall be read through once every Month, as it- is there appointed, 
both for Morning and Evening Prayer. But in February it shall oe read 
<mly to the twenty-eighth or twenty-ninth Day of the Month. 

And whereas January, March, May, July, August, October, and December ', 
have one-and-thirty Days a-piece ; it is ordered, that the same Psalms shall be* 
read the last Day of the said Months which were read the Day before ; so that 
the Psalter may begin again the first Day of the next Month ensuing. 

And whereas the 119th Psalm is divided into twenty-two Portions, and is 
over-long to be read at one time ; it is so ordered, that at one time shall not be 
lead above four or five of the said Portions. 

The Minister, instead of reading from the Psalter, as divided for Daily Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer, may read one of the Selections set out by this Church. 

And on Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, appointed either by the Civil or 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the Minister may appoint such Psalms as he 
shall think fit in his discretion, unless any shall have been appointed by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority, In a Service set out for the Occasion ; which, in that 
case, shall be used, and no other.

> The ORDER how the rest of the HOLY SCRIPTURE is 

appointed to be read. 

'THE Old Testament is appointed for the First Lessons at Morning and Even* 
x ing Prayer : so that the most Part (hereof will be read every Year once, as 
in the Calendar is appointed. 

The New Testament is appointed for the Second Lessons at Morning and 
Evening Prayer. 

And to know what Lessons shall be read every Day, look for the Day of the 
Month in the Calendar following, and there ye shall find the Chapters that shall 
be read for the Lessons, both at Morning and Evening Prayer ; except only the 
Moveable Feasts, which are not in the Calendar; and the Immoveable, where 
there is a Blank left in the Column of Lessons ; the proper Lessons for all which 
Days an to be found in the table of Proper Lessons. 

And, on Days of Fasting and Thankraving, the same Rule is to obtain as in 
reading the Psalms. 

And the same discretion of choice is allowed on occasions of Ecclesiastical Con- 
ventions, and those of Charitable Collections. 

And Note, That whensoever Proper Psalms or Lessons are appointed, then the 
Psalms and Lessons of ordinary course appointed in the Psalter and Calendar, 
if they be different, shall be omitted for that Time. ' 

Note also, That the Collect, Epistle, and Gospel, appointed for the Sunday, shall 
serve all the Week after, where it is not in this Book otherwise ordered.

The Epistle 1 Cor. xi. 17. / 

FT this that I declare unto you, I 
praise you nuts that you come 



together not for the fritter, but fi* 
the worse. For first of ah* when 
ye come- together in the' Church, I 
Lear that there be divisions among 
yen; and I partly believe it For 
there must be also heresies among 
you, that they which are approved 
may be made manifest among yon. 
When ye come together therefoie 
into one place, this is not to eat the 
Lord's Supper. For, in eating 
every one taketh before other his 
own supper : and one is hungry, and 
another is drunken. What, have 
ye not houses to eat and to think in t 
or despise ye the Church of God, 
and shame them that have not? 
What shall I say to you.' shall I 
praise you in this ? I praise} ou not. 
For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivcttnl unto you, 
That the Lord Jesus, the same night 
in which he was betrayed, tool? 
bread; and when he had Riven 
thanks, he brake it, and said, Take, 
eat ; this is my body, which is bro- 
ken foryou : this do in remembrance 
of me. After the same manner also 
he took the cup, when he had sup- 
ped, saying, This cup is the new 
testament in my blood : this do ye, 
as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of me. For as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye do 
show the Lord's death till he come. 
Wherefore, whosoever shall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the 
Lord unworthily, shall be guilty of 
the -body and blood of the Lord. 
But let a man examine himself, and 
so let hhn eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. For he that cateth 
and drinketh unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh damnation to himself 
not discerning the Lord's body. For 
this cause many are weak and sick* 
ly among you, and many sleep. For 
if we would judge ourselves, we 
should not he judged. But when 
we are judged, we are chastened of 
the Lord, that we should nut be 
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eonderoned with the world. Where- iand 
.-fore, nay brethren, when ye come 
together to eat, tarry one for ano- 
ther. And if any man hunger, let 
him eat at home ; that ye come not 
together Hiito condemnation. And 
the rest will I set in order when I 



. come. 
Tl*Go»pcL St Luke xxiil 1. 

THE whole multitude of them 
arose, and ted him unto Pilate. 
And they began to accuse him, say- 
ing, We found this fellow pervert- 
ing the nation, and forbidding to 
rive tribute to Csssar, saying, dial 
he himself is Christ a king.

And as soon 
as he knew that he belonged unto 
Herod's jurisdiction, he sent him 
to Herod, who himself was also at 
Jerusalem at that time. And when 
Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding 

Sad; for he was desirous to see 
m of a long season, because he had 
heard many things of him ; and he 
hope*! to have seen some miracle 
done by him. Then he questioned 
with him in many words ; but he 
answered him nothing. Ami the 
chief priests and scribes stood and 
vehemently accused hin>. And He- 
rod with his men of war set him at 
naught, and mocked him, and ar- 
rayed him in a gorgeous robe, and 
sent him again to Pilate. And the 
same day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together ; for before, 
they were at enmity between them- 
selves. And Pilate, when he had 
sailed together the chief priests* 



the raters, and the people, salt 
unto them, Ye have brought this 
man «i lto me, as one that pervert* 
eth the people : and behold, ^.hav- 
ing examined 'him before you, have 
found no fault in this man, touching 
those things whereof ye accuse him : 
No, nor yet Herod : for I sent you 
to him; and lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done unto him. I will there* 
fore chastise him, and release him. 
(For of necessity he must release 
one unto them at the feast.) - And 
they cried out all at once, saying, 
Away wkh this man, and release 
unto us Barabhas : (who for a cer- 
tain sedition made in the eity, and 
for murder, was cast into prison.) 
Pilate, therefore, willing to release 
Jesus, spake again to v them. But 
they cried, saying, Crucify him, 
crucify him. And he said untothem 
the thud time, Why, whatevil hath 
he done? I have found no cause of 
death in him : I will therefore chas 
Use him, and let him go. And they 
were instant with loud voices, re* 
quiring that he might be crucified: 
and the voices of them, and of the 
chief priests prevailed. And Pilate 
gave sentence thai it should be as 
they required. And he released 
unto them him that for sedition and 
murder was east into prison, whom 
they had desired : but he delivered 
Jesus to their will. And as they' 
led him away, they laid hold upon 
one Simon, aCyrenian, coming out 
of the country, and on him they laid 
the cross, that he might bear it af- 
ter Jesus. And there followed him 
a great company of people, and of 
women, who also bewailed and la- 
mented him. But Jesus turning 
unto them, said, Daughters of Je» 
rusalem, weep not tor me, but 
weep for yourselves, and for your 
children. 'For behold, the days 
arc coming, in the which they shall 
say, Blessed are the barren, and the 
wombs that never bare, axuTth* 
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(ftps which never gave suck. Then 
shall they begin to say to the moun- 
tains, Fall on us ; and to the hills, 
Cover us. For if they do these 
things in a green tree, what shall 
be done in the dry ? And there were 
also two other malefactors,led with 
him to be put to death. And when 
they were come to the place which 
is called Calvary, there; they cruci- 
fied him. and the malefactors ; one 
on the right hand, and the other on 
the left. Then aud Jesus, Father, 
forgive them, for they know not 
what they do. And they parted his 
tairaenV&nd cast lots. And the 
people stood beholding: and the 
rulers also with them derided him, 
saying, He saved others; let bim 
Save htmsett; if he be Christ the 
chosen of God: And the soldiers 
also mocked him, coming to him,

THE law having* shadow 
things to coioe, and not" the 
very image of the things, can never, 
with those sacrifices which they 
offered year by year continually, 
make the comers thereuiitoperfect. 
For then, would they not have 
ceased to be offered ? because that 
the worshippers, onoe purged, 
should have hadno more conscience 
of sins. But in those sacrifices there 
is a remembrance again made of 
•ins every year. For it is not pos- 
sible tliat the blood of bulls and of 
feouU siioukl takeaway sins. Where* 
lore,when he come th into the world, 
he saith, Sacrifice and offering thou 
vouldcst not, but a body hast thou 
prepared me: In burnt-offering* 
and sacrifices for sin thou hast Iiad 
no pleasure: Then sakl 1, Lo, J 
come (in the volume of the book it 
b written of me) to do thy will, O 
Got 1. Ahovc,when he said, Sacrifice, 
and offering, and burnt-offerings, 
and offering for sin, thou wouhlest 
not, neither hadst pleasure therein, 
which are offered by tiie law yThen 
•aid he, Lo, 1 come to do thy will, 
O God. He fsjketh away tlie first, 
tliat he mav establish the second. 
By the which will we are sanctified, 
through the offering of the body of 
Jesus Christ once for all. And eve- 
ry priest sundeth dafly ministering 
and offering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, which can never takeaway 
sins. Hut this man, filler he had 
offered one sacrifice for sins, for 
ever sat down on the right hand of 
God ; from henceforth expecting 
till his enemies be made his foot- 
stool. For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that are 
•sanctified : whereof the Holy Ghost 
also is a witness to us : for alter 
>hat ha had said before. This is the 



covenant that I will make with thou 
after those days, saith the Lord ; I 
will put my laws into their heart*, 
andin their minds will I write themj 
and their sins and iniquities will I 
remember no more. Now, wliere 
remission of these is, there is no 
more offering forsin. Ha\nng, there- 
fore, brethren, boldness to enter 
into the holiest by the blood of Je- 
sus, by anew and living way, which 
he hath consecrated tor us through 
the vail, that is to say, his flesh ; and 
having an high priest over the house 
of Gwl ; let us draw near with a 
true heart, in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from an 
evil conscience^*! our bodies wash- 
ed with pure water. Let us hold 
fait the profession of our faith with- 
out wavering; (for he is faithful 
that promised ;) and let us consider 
one another to provoke onto love, 
and to good works ; not forsaking 
the assembling of ourselves together 
as the manner of some is ; but ex- 
horting one another : and so much 
the more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching.

Two; the outward visible 
sign, and the inward spiritual grace. 

Quest What ir the outward vi- 
sible sign or form in Baptism ? 

Ans. Water ; wherein the per- 
son is baptized. In the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, andofthe 
HqUj Ghost. 

Quest. .What is the inward and 
spiritual grace ? 

Ans. A death unto sin, and a 
new birth unto righteousness : For 
being by nature born in sin, and the 
children of wrath, we are hereby 
made the children of grace. 

Quest. What is required of per- 
sons to be baptized ? 

Ans. Repentance, whereby they 
fimakesin ; and Faith,wherebv they 
steadfastly believe the promises of 
God made to them in that Sacra- 
ment 

Quest. Why then are Infants 
baptized, when by reason of their 
tender ago they cannot perform 
them? 

Ans. Because they proniisefthem 



or 



both by their sureties ; which pro* 
raise, when they come to age, them* 
selves are bound to perform. 

Quest. Why was the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper ordained ? 

Ans. For the continual remem- 
brance of the sacrifice of the death 
of Christ, and of the benefits which 
we receive thereby. 

Quest. What is the outward part 
or sign of the Lord's Supper? 

Ans. Bread and Wine, which 
the Lord hath commanded to be 
received. 

Quest. What is the inward part 

thing signified ? 

Ans. The Body and Blood of 
Christ, which are spiritually taken 
and received by the faithful hi the 
Lord's Supper. 

Quest. What are the benefits 
whereof we are partakers there* 
by? 

Ans. The strengthening and re* 
freshing of our souls by the Body 
and Blood of Christ, as our bodies 
are by the bread and wine. 

Quest. What is required of those 
who come to the Lord's Supper ? 

Ans. To examine themselves, 
whether they repent them truly of 
their former sins, steadfastly pur- 
posing to lead a new life ; have a 
lively faith in God's merer, through 
Christ, with a thankful remem- 
brance of This death ; and be in cha- 
nty with all men. 



| The Minister of ©Terr Parish shall diligently upon Sundays and Holy Days, or on 
some other conv en i en t occasions, openly in the Cburcb, instruct or examine so many 
Children of his Parish, sent unto him, as he shall think convenient, ?o some part of 
this Catechism.

And for what cause soever this sick- 
ness be sent unto von ; whether it 
be to try your patience for the ex- 
kmple of others, and that your faith 
may be found, in the day of the 
Lord, laudable, glorious, and ho- 
nourable, to the increase of glory 
and endless felicity ; or else it be 
sent unto you to correct and amend 
in you whatsoever doth offend the 
eyes of your hcavenlv Father ; know 
you certainly, that if you truly re- 
pent you of your sins, and bear your 
sickness patiently, trusting in God's 
mercy, for his -dear Son Jesus 
Christ's sake, and render unto him 
humble thanks for his Fatherly vi- 
sitation, submitting yourself wholly 
unto his wiH, it shall turn to your 
ptrfit, aiul l»"ln you forward in the I 



right way that leadeth onto eve** 
lasting life. 

V If the Person visited be very sick, then 
the Minister may end his Exhortation in 
thb Place, or ebe proceed; 

TAKE therefore in good part the 
chastisement of the Lord : For, 
as Saint Paul saith in the twelfth 
chapter to the Hebrews, Whom 
the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and 
scourgeth every son whom he re- 
ceiveth. If ye endure chastening, 
God dealeth with you as with sons : 
For what son is he whom the Fa- 
ther chasteneth not \ But if ye be 
without chastisement, whereof all 
are partakers, then are ye bastards, 
and not sons. Furthermore, we 
have had fathers of our flesh, which 
corrected us, and we gave them 
reverence : Shall we not much ra- 
ther be in subjection unto the Fa- 
ther of spirits, and live ? For they 
verily for a few days chastened us 
after their own pleasure ; but he fat 
our profit, that we might be parta- 
kers of his holiness. These words, 
good brother, are written in holy 
Scripture, for our comfort and in- 
struction; that we should patiently, 
and with thanksgiving, bear our hea- 
venly Father's correction, whenso- 
ever, by any manner of adversity, 
it shall please his gracious goodness 
to visit us. And there should be no 
greater comfort to Christian per- 
sons, tlian fo be made like unto 
Christ, by suffering patiently ad- 
versities, troubles, and sicknesses. 
For he himself went not up to joy, 
but first he suffered pain : He en. 
tered not into his glory, before he 
was crucified. So truly our way to 
eternal joy, is to suffer here with 
Christ ; and our door to enter into 
eternal life, is gladly to die with 
Christ; that we may rise again from 
death, and dwell with him in ever- 
lasting life. Now, therefore, taking 
vour sickness, which is thus profit- 
able for you, patiently, I exhort you 
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iu the name of God, to remember 
the profession which you made unto 
God in your Baptism. And foras- 
much as after this life there is an 
account to be given unto the righ- 
teous Judpe, by whom all must be 
judged, without respect of persons ; 
1 require you to examine yourself, 
and your estate, both toward God 
find man; so that, accusing and 
condemning yourself for your own 
faults, you may find mercy at our 
heavenly Father's hand for Christ's 
sake, and not be accused and con- 
demned in that fearful judgment. 
Therefore I shall rehearse to you 
the Articles of our Faith ; that you 
may know whether you do believe 
as a Christian man should, or no. 
% Here the Minister shall rehearse the Ar- 
ticles of the Faith, saying thus : 
DOST thou believe in God the 
Father Almighty, Maker of 
heaven and earth r 

And in Jesus Christ his only be- 
gotten Son our Lord ? And that he

Remission of sins; The Resurrec- 
tion of the flesh; and everlasting 
life after death ?

bath done injury or wrong to any man. 



that he may make amends to the utter- 
most of his power. And if he bath not

Christ, when it shall he publicly administered hi the Church ; that 
to doing, they may, in case of sudden visitation, have the least cause to he disquieted 
for lack of the same. But if the sick person he not able to come to the Church, 
and vet, is desirous to receive the Communion iu his house; (hen he must yve 
timely notice to the Minister, signifying also how many there are to communicate 
with him (which shall he two at the least and all tilings necessary being prepared, 
the Minister shall there celebrate the Holy Communion, beginning wit h the Collect, 
Epistle, and Gospel, here followiug:

ALMIGHTY everliving God, 
Maker of mankind, who dost 
correct those whom thou dost love, 



and chastise every one whom thou 
dost receive ; we beseech thee to 
have mercy upon this thy servant 
visited with thine hand ; and to

Blood of our Saviour Christ profitably to his soul's health, although he do not receive 
the Sacrament with hb mouth. 

f When the sick Person is visited andYeceiveUi the Holy Communion all at one time, 
then the Minister, for more expedition, shall cut off the Form of the Visitation at 
the Psalm, and go straight to the Communion. 

% In the times of contagious sickness or disease, when none of the Parish or Neighbours 
can be gotten to communicate with the sick in their houses, for fear of the infec- 
tion *, upon special request of the diseased, the Minister aloue may communicate 
with him.

Ex- 
cept you repeat, and believe, we can give 
you oo hope of salvation: But if you do sin- 
cerely repent and believe, God hath declar-

We exhort you there/ore in the name 
ot God, and of his dear Son Jesus Christ 
our Saviour, and as you tender your own 
Salvation, to take good heed of these 
thing* in time, while the day of salvation 
lasteth ; for the night coinelh, when no man 
cau work.

Art. IX. Of Original or Birth-Sin.

We are accounted righteous before God, 
only for the Merit of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ by Faith *, and not for our own 
Works or Deriving*. Wherefore, that 
we are justified by Faith only,' is a most 
wholesome doctrine, and very full of Com- 
fort, as more largely is expressed in the 
Homily of Justification.

Election. 
Predestination to life b the everssfttns; 
purpose of God, whereby (before the foun 
dalione of the world were laid) he haul 
constantly decreed, by hb counsel, secret 
to us, to deliver from curse and damnation, 
those whom he hath chosen in Christ out 
of mankind, and to bring them by Christ to 
everlasting salvation, as vesseb made to ho- 
nour.

# Nevertheless, h appertainetn to the l>b- 
crotiue of the C hunch, that inquiry be made 
of evil Ministers, and that they be accused 
fcy those that have knowledge of their of- 
fences: and finally heiug found guilty, by 
mat judgment, be deponed. 

Art. XXV II. Of Baptism. 
Baptism is not only a sign of Profession, 
and mark of Difference, whereby Christian 
men ere discerned from others thai be net 
christened : but k b also a sign of Regene- 
ration, or new Birth, whereby, as by an 
instrument, they that receive Baptism 
rightly are eraAed into the Church: the 
promises of the forgiveness of sin, and of 
our adoption to be the sons of God by the 
Holy Ghos^ are visibly signed and sealed: 
faith is confirmed, and grace increased by 
virtue of P raver unto God. The Baptism 
of young children is m any wise to be re- 
tained in the Church as most agreeable 
with the institution of Christ.

The Supper of toe Lord is not only a 
sign of the Love that Christians ought to 
have among themselves one to another;

THE PREFACE. 

It k ertdeat onto all men, diligently reading holy Scripture and ancient Authors, (hat 
train the AposUes'iime there hate been these Orders of Ministers in Christ's Church, 
— Bishops, Priests, tnd Deacons. Which Offices were evermore had in inch reve- 
'rend estimation, that uo man might presume to executeany of tbem, except he were 
first called, tried, enniined, and known to have such Qualities as are requijite for 
the same •, and also by public Prayer, with Imposition of Hands, were approved and 
admitted thereunlo 4w lawful Authority. And therefore, to the intent that these 
Orders may be conUnJNd, *od tfeverently used and esteemed in this Charch, no man 
ahail be accounted orfakeutc be a lawful Bishop, Priest, or Deacon, m this Church, 
or suffered to execute any of the said Functions, except be be calbd, tried, examine 
od, and admitted thereunto, according to the Form hereafter following, or hath 
had Episcopal Consecration or Ordination. 

And none shall be admitted a Deacon, Priest, or Bishop, except be be of the age which 
the Canon in that case provided may require, 

And the Bishop knowing, either by himself, or by sufficient testimony, any Person to 
be a man of virtuous conversation, and without crime; and, after examination and 
trial, finding him sufficiently instructed ia the bedy Scripture, and otherwise learned 
as the Canons require, may, at tbe times appointed, or else, on urgent occasion, upon 
eome other day, in the face of the Church, admit him a Deacon, in such Manner 
and Form as fohowelh.
